Teachers were appointed by the district governments. During the summer and

were required to participate in the children's squad and yanako dancing, and 

to attend public trials and political rallies, Funds for needy village schools 
were obtained by forcing well-to-do businessmen to make contributions.

& native of Hangchow. The office of the bureau was at the foot of the Kuanyin-— 
shan (6034/7299/1472). 

6. The head of the Fuyang Telegraph Office was CHOU Lang-shan (0719/6745/1472) , 

aged 47 years, a native of Wuhsi- (120-18, 31-35), and a former Chinese Communist 


underground worker. The office was housed in five buildings on Shihhsin 
(1579/1800) Street.
